The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1-8, the prior art of record teaches a method of delivering a call to a 
called party's device, comprising: receiving a call directed to a wireline device; validating that a 
telephone number of the wireline device is associated with a telephone number of a wireless 
device, and determining the wireless device is available to receive the call, and if not, then the

call is routed to the wireline device. Furthermore, it is also very well-known in the art to process 
a telephone call to a wireless telephone number associated with a mobile telephone unit forwards 
the call to a registered wireline number if the mobile unit is located near the geographic location 
associated with the wireline number, and determination of the location is based on the current or 
last known location of the wireless unit. 

However, the prior art of record fails to show, in individual or in combination, the 
addition steps transmitting a message to the wireless device 1 , delivering the call to the wireline 
device when a return message is not received from the wireless device; determining a location of 
the wireless device when a return message is received from the wireless device; comprising the 
location of the wireless device with a location of the wireline device; delivering the call to the 
wireless device when the location of the wireless device is not within a predefined vicinity of the 
location of the wireline device', and delivering the call to the wireline device when the location 
of the wireless device is within a predefined vicinity of the location of the wireline device.
